And now that the Austrian collapse 
has shown how easily these can be 
swept aside, there is a great deal 
of uneasiness in Berlin. Already 
Gen. Kovuropatkin is hammering at 
Von Hindenburg’s lines of iland- 
sturm, seeking their weakest link. 

By a great show of action in the 
west, observers believe the Germans 
are seeking to cover the transfer of 
troops to oppose the R They 
realize that they have only to dis- 
close their WwW in France to 
bring on a general Anglo-French of- 
fensive.

Years Ago, is Put Squarely up to Municipal Author- 
ities and Police Chief with Demand for Action.

Despite the threate of rapacious 
walking delegates, who have in- 
flamed the longshoremen at the har- 
bor to a point of murder and arson, 
to “win this strike if we have to 
kill every policeman sent here to 
interfere and burn San Pedro to the 
ground,” and in the face of urgent 
appeals made by prominent and 
law-abiding citizens for protection 
against destruction of life and prop- 
erty, the Council yesterday refused 
to take a decisive step in the matter. 
passed an emergency ordinance 
giving Chief Snively authority to ap- 
point as many especial officers as may 
be needed, but refused to make pro- 
vision for their payment. 
Such a weak-kneed policy on the 
part of the Council, Fred Wheelef 
the Socialistic member of which in- 
sisted that the ordinance be amend- 
ed so as to give the Chief authority 
to appoint not more than 300 men 
without pay under any circum- 
stances, leaves thie most dangerous 
situation in the hands of the head 
of the police department for solu- 
tion.

lcans awaiting opportunity to sail 


for the United States. Every train 
arriving here brings from fifty te 
100 men. women and children who 
expect to embark on transports, but 
as yet no steamer has arrived, with 
the result that the hotels and room- 
ing-houses are filled with Americans 
on their way home. 

Many have taken advantage of 
Consul Canada’s instructions and 
now are quartered on board the bat- 
tleship Nebraska, where they are 
awaiting transfer to the first avail- 
able steamship bound for the United 
States. 

Tonight a special train of ten 
box cars carrying from 5600 to 600 
refugees is expected. As all avail- 
able rooming space now is occupied 


many of these persons will be com- 
pelied to walk the streets unless it 
is possible for them to be carried 


to the battleship. Special launches 


are being run to the Nebraska at 
intervals of two hours, and during 
the forenoon today these bave been 
crowdei with those seeking safe 
quarters. 

Consul Canada said today that it 
was unlikely that a transport would 
reach here before June 28. and that 
the problem of taking care of the 
many Americans arriving daily was 
becoming a serious one. 

Everywhere the order of Gen. 
Carranza not to molest those Amer- 
feans who are seeking to leave the 
country has been scrupulously 
obeyed.

Business Men Compelled to 
Yield to Blackmail, — 


Score of Agitators on Trial in 
Chicago Court. 


Witnesses Testify Regarding 
Big Sums Contributed.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 23.—How sums of 
money ranging from $50 to $400 
were extorted from many business 
men by an “auto pirate crew” of 
window smashers before union offi-' 
clals would allow the victims to 
have the windows replaced, was told 
today in testimony of a number of 
witnesses in the trial of a score of 
union-labor officials before Judge 
Scanian in the criminal court. 
is the aftermath of a 
window-smashing campaign that 
terrorized merchants throughout the 
city and finally resulted in the grand 
jury indicting twenty men promi- 
nent in union-labor circles.

He said the 
old wiring would have to be torn 
out. His first demand was $500. 
Then they finally came down to 
$400. I didn’t pay. When my ten- 
ants were in the building—it was a 
store building—the plate glass was 
broken one night. 

“Later I made arrangements to 
pay the $400 and I did so.

House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled that in the opinion of the 
Congress of the United States an 
emergency exists which demands the 
use of troops in addition to the reg- 
ular army of the United States and 
that the President be and hereby is 
authorized to draft into the military 
service of the United States under 
the provistons of Section 111 of the 
National Defense Act approved June 
8, 1916, so far ag the provisions 
of said section may be applicable 
and not inconsistent with the terms 
hereof, any or all members of the 
National Guard and of the organ- 
ized militia of the several States, 
Territories, and the District of Co- 
lumbia and any and all members of 
the National Guard and organized 
militia reserve and to serve for the 
period of emergency not exceeding 
three years unless sooner discharged. 

“Sec. 2. The sum of $1,000,000 is 
hereby appropriated out of any mon- 
ey in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated to be expended under di- 
rection of the Secretary of War and 
under such rules and regulations as 
he may prescribe for the purchase 
of maintaining at a cost of not more 
than §50 a month the family of each 
enlisted man of the National Guard 
called or drafted into the service of 
the United States until his disch e 
therefrom, which family during the 
term of service of said enlisted men 
has no other income except his pay 
adequate for the support of said 
family; and the word family shall 
include wife, dependent mothers, 
fathers, and sisters as well as broth- 
ers under the age of 14 years. 

“The provisions of Section 112 of 
the National Defense Act of June 
3, 1916, shall be applicable to any 
officer or enlisted men drafted into 
the service of the United States pur- 
suant to Section 1 of this joint res- 
olution. 

“Provided that all persons s0 
drafted shall from the date of their 
draft stand diec from the mil- 
itia during the period of their, service 
under said draft. > 

“Bec. 3. That when organizatio 
the members of which are draft 
under the provisions of this resolu- 
tion do not constitute complete tac- 
tical units, the President may, by 
combining such organizations, or- 
ganize battalions, regiments, brigades 
and divisions, and may appoint of- 
ficers for such units from the regular 
army, from the members of such 
organizations, from those duly quali- 
fied and registered pursuant to Sec- 
tion 23 of the <Act of Con- 
gress, approved January 21, 19063, 
or members of the o re- 
serve corps as provided in Section 
38 of the National Defense Act 
of June 3, 1816, officers with 
rank not above that of colonel to be 
appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

“Sec. 4. That wherever in time of 
war or public danger, two more of- 
ficers of the same grade, are on duty 
in the field, department, or com- 
mand, of organization thereof, the 
President may assign the command 
of the forces of such field, depart- 
ment or command or of any or- 
ganization thereof, without regard to 
seniority of rank in the same grade. 
In the absence of such assignment 
by the President, officers of the same 
grade shal] rank and have preced- 
ence in the following order with re- 
gard to rank or commission ag be- 
tween officers of difference classes, 
namely: First, officers of the recu- 
lar army and officers of the marine 
corps detached for service with the 
army bv order of the dent; sec- 
ond, officers of forces drafted into 
the military service of the United 
States: Provided, that officers of 
the regular army holding commis- 
sions in forces drafted into the serv- 
ice of the United States shall rank 
and have precedence under said com- 
missions as if they were commis- 
sioned in the regular army. but the 
rank of officers of the regular army 
under the commissions in the forces 
drafted into the service of the United 
States shall not, for the purpose of 
this article be held to antedate mus- 
ter or draft into the service of the 
United States.”

SEEK SIGNATURES TO GAIN 


PLACE ON BALLOT. 


One thousand lawyers of Los An- 
geles will canvas the city today for 
signatures to an initiative petition 
asking for a place on the November 
general election ballot for a pro- 


:} posed constitutional amendment to 


authorize creation of a temporary 
additional Appellate Court in each 
of the State's three Appellate di- 
visions. The proposed amendment 
was drafted by the California Bar 
Association and justices of the State 
Supreme Court. 

The amendment, if adopted, will 
authorize the Governor to appoint 
an additional Appellate Court judge 
in each division who will serve for 
four years, or until the Supreme 
Court has been relieved of the con- 
gestion of cases now awaiting de- 
cision. The lawyers say there are 
1200 cases carried up on appeal 
which await determination, and the 
number is growing faster than the 
higher courts can dispose of them. 
Ordinary civil cases ap- 
pealed are not likely to be acted 
upon before 1919, at the present rate 
of disposing of them, unidss the 
additional courts are created. 

After a careful consideration of 
the question the Bar Association 
committee and Supreme Court jus- 
tices drafted a suitable amendment, 
and it will be placed on the ballot 
at the November election if the 
necessary 90,000 signatures are pro- 
cured before Juiy 15, the last day 
upon which such a petition may be 

resented. 

, According to telegrams from the 
north, San Francisco has al 
filed a petition with 25,000 names. 
Santa Clara, Sacramento and San 
Joaquin counties are reported to 
have secured a large number of 
names, in answer to the appeal of

The movement for the boulevard 
simmered all during the ngs 
for the now-abandoned Bunker I 
open cut, some of those adv 
it believing that it should be held 
back pending the outcome of that 
proposition.

QUICK WORK. 


Yesterday it was revealed that the 
West First street owners had de- 
cided at last that they would wait 
no longer for any outlet through 
the hill and had proceeded to apply 
themselves to the sole question of 
deciding upon the width of the 
boulevard.

other antl-Americans. It was to defeat this 
power of the courts that Gompers put in 
twenty years of hard, persistent work and 
then failed. 


It was not hard to get the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, whose members were al! 
elected, to listen to Soapy Sam and spread 
his “model” law on the statute books of the 
commonwealth But Sam found his old 
Nemesis in the courts. Strange to say, his 
“model” law was knocked out in a contest 
between two branches of his own follow- 
ers. It was directly in the interests of la-

We quote at large from the decision 
court which declares the “model” 
constitutional: 

“This is a contest between two labor 
unions seeking similar employment as 
laborers in the building trades. The 
plaintiffs are members of the General 
Laborers’ Industrial Union No, 324, a 
voluntary unincorporated association 
which is a branch of the national or- 

known as the Industrial 
orkers of the World. The defendants 

are members of the Hod Carriers’, 
Building and Common Laborers’ Union, 
Local 209, a like association, affiliated 
with a national organization known as 
the American Federation of Labor. 
The plaintiffs in their bill allege that 
there have been, are now and will be 
numerous buildings under construction 
in Boston and its vicinity, in connec- 
tion with which they have been, are 
now and will be engaged and ready to 
offer their services, in profitable,  use- 
ful and pleasant employment, and that. 
they all have no means of supporting 
themselves except through such employ- 
ment; but the defendants, well aware 
of the plaintiffs’ conditions in respect 
of such employment, have conspired to | 
deprive the plaintiffs of their employ- 
ment, have threatened that if they did 
not desert their own organization and 
cease to be members thereof and join 
the organization of the defendants, the 
latter would cause them to be dis- 
c from their employment, and 
that the defendants have used unlaw- 
ful pressure have intimidat- 
ed certain owners of property not to 
employ the plaintiffs by threats of sym- 
pathetic strikes and otherwise, and in 
some instances by these means have 
caused the discharge of the plaintiffs 
from employment. 

‘“The conduct thus described plainiy 
was calculated to harm the rights of 
the plaintiffs. Under genera! principles 
of the common law, which now have be- 
come well settled, the plaintiffs’ bill 
sets out a wrong against their rights 
committed by the defendants, for which 
ordinarily relief would be afforded in 
equity by injunction.” 

The court declares further that “the 
words of Section 2, holding unmistakably 
that the right to labor and to make and to 
modify contracts to work shall no longer 
be a property right so far as that question 
arises in construing this act. These last 
four words are not a limitation upon the 
broad enactment that the right to labor 
and to contract respecting labor shall not 
be property, for the right to work, if it 
cannot be protected as are other rights of 
property, ceases to have the attributes of 
other property in all their fullness and 
ceases to that extent to be property. A 
declaration of a right coupled with a prohi- 
bition against its protection by ordinary 
means renders the right a vain and insub- 
stantial shadow. That the right to work is 
property cannot be regarded longer an open 
question.” 

The decision of the court is exhausting. 
Perhaps the most important paragraph in 
it is the following: 

“If a laborer must stand helpless in a 
court while others there receive pro- 
tection respecting the same general 
subject which is denied to him, it can- 
not be said with a due regard to the 
meaning of constitutional guarantees 

~ that he is afforded ‘the equal frotec- 
tion of the laws’ within the Fourteenth 

Amendment to the Constitution of the 

United States and similar provisions 

of our own Constitution. The right to 

make contracts to earn money by labor 
is at least as essential to the laborer 
as is any property right to other mem- 


bers of society. If as much protection 
is not given by the laws to this prop- 
erty, which often may be the owner's 
only substantial asset, as i¢ given other 
kinds of property, the laborer stands on 
a plane inferior to that of other prop- 
erty owners. Absolute equality before 
the law is a fundamental principle of 
our own Constitution. To the extent 
that the laborer is not given the same 
security to his property by the law that 
is granted to the landowner or capital- 
ist, to that extent discrimination is ex- 
ercised against him. It is an essential 
element of equal protection of the laws 
that each person shall possess the un- 
hampered right to assert in the courts 
his rights, without discrimination, by 
the same processes against those who 
wrong him as are open to every other 
person. The courts must be open to 
all upon the same terms. No obstacles 
cap be thrown in the way of some 
which are not interposed in the path 
of others. Recourse to the law by all 
alike without partiality or favor, for 
the vindication of rights and the re- 
dress of wrongs, is essential to equality 
before the law.” | 

As Mr. Davenport remarks, considering 
the dignity of the court rendering the de 
cision, the importance of the case and the 
exhaustive references to authorities, there 
is every room to hope that this important 
decision wil] carry weight to the extent of 
being followed by every court iw every other 
State in the Union and finally by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. “A con-

Certainly we couldn't support 
the scientific civilization of today on the 
primitive husbandry of Europe in the Mid- 
dle Ages. So when we hear that science 
has added another agent to our facilities 
for cultivating more thoroughly the soil and 
so increasing its crop, output, we feel this 
to be as worthy of comment as the wonders 
of the wireless and the aeroplane.

Halaat Pasha, the Ottoman Minister 
of the Interior, is authority for the 
statement that one of the chief 
purposes of Russia's entrance into 
the war was the acquisition of the 
Dardanelles.

It is also “very probable 
that Turkish statesmen, on the as- 
sumption that Germany would be 
victorious, hoped to re-establish Ot- 
toman sovereignty in a tangible in- 
stead of merely theoretical form.

This latter feature of the Ottoman 
plan of campaign was apparently 
frustrated early in the war by Great 
Britain's act in rejecting the last 
vestige of Turkish claims to the 
land of the Pharaohs and declaring 
that country a British protectorate, 

Recent dispatches would indicate, 
however, that Turkey has not 
abandored her attempts to recover 
Egypt by an ‘yasion. The Sinai 
Peninsula is still the scene of Tur- 
kish on a considerable 
scale, ‘designed to destroy the Suez 
Canal and make an incursion into 
Egypt tn large force. It is the possl- 
bility of the success of such an en- 


her enemies the “Sick Man of Eu- 
rope” has developed powers of re 
sistance which have surprised both 
foes and friends. The repulse of the 
formidable British expedition on 
Gallipoli Peninsula, with losses es- 
timated at 100,000 men, is one of 
the outstanding facts of the world- 
struggle .
